Sparks from Fr. Mark 

This coming Wednesday 13 youth and 
adults from Our Lady of the Black Hills and 
15 from Sacred Heart in Pine Ridge will board 
a bus for a 20 some hour bus ride to 
Columbus, Ohio for the National Catholic 
Youth Conference November 8-10. (NCYC) 
The theme of the conference is “Discover the 
Way.” 

NCYC is an exciting, biennial three-day 
experience of prayer, community, and 
empowerment for Catholic teenagers and their 
adult chaperones. The schedule includes 
general sessions and workshops addressing a 
wide variety of topics as well as opportunities 
for reconciliation, daily liturgy, and special 
activities such as concerts, a dance, and 
comedy club. The thematic park is a unique 
venue incorporating traditional exhibits with 
interactive educational and recreational 
activities. 

NCYC began in 1983 following in the 
footsteps of its predecessor conference, the 
CYO biennial national convention. In its early 
days, NCYC was held regionally, one session 
for each coast. Combined attendance at the 
regional conferences was a few thousand. In 
1991, the two conferences merged into one 
national event. In the mid 1990s interest in 
NCYC began to increase. Today, NCYC 
draws 20,000-1- youth and adults for three days 
of catechesis, prayer, service, and recreation. 
More than 20,000 are expected to participate 
this year. 


In the past, our parish community has 
helped to send our youth and adult chaperones 
to Atlanta, and Houston. In 1983 my home 
parish Blessed Sacrament, along with the 
diocese of Rapid City sent a group of young 
people to the conference in San Francisco. I 
was fortunate to be one of those young people 
who experienced the National Catholic Youth 
Conference, which in the end, had a 
tremendous influence on my own call to the 
priesthood. 

Please keep all of us prayer who are 
heading to NCYC this coming Wednesday 
that we may discover something new as 
followers of the way—Jesus Christ!
